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EVERETTE STANSIL ALDRIDGE 


Near the close of the 193rd Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, on April 16, 1980, Everette Stansil Aldridge was elected and 
installed Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. He is North Carolina’s 
127th Grand Master. 


Born October 20, 1932, Stan Aldridge was one of four children born to 
Mary Swaringen Aldridge and the late William S. Aldridge, Sr. He grew up 
in Albemarle and attended the public schools there. He continued his 
education at the Cincinnati College of Mortuary Science, graduating in 1955. 


Returning to Albemarle, he purchased interest in Stanly Funeral Home, 
Inc. Eleven years later, upon the retirement of two senior stockholders, he 
acquired majority stock in the corporation and continues as its head. 


In 1955 Stan married the former Catherine Taylor, a registered nurse, 
who died of cancer in 1970. To this union were born two daughters, Cathy and 
Debby, both now married and living in Albemarle. 


The present Mrs. Stan Aldridge is the former Gaynelle Chandler Ragan, 
of Albemarle and Clemmons. Gay also has two children by a former marriage; 
a daughter, Kimberly, and a son, Bart. 


Active in the affairs of his community, our new Grand Master worked for 
many years with the Stanly County Heart Association, being presented the 
Founder’s Award and the Silver Medallion Award for meritorious services 
rendered. He has also held memberships in the Civitan Club, the Rotary Club, 
and the Optimist Club. 


Stan is a member of Union Chapel United Methodist Church, which he 
has served as teacher and as lay leader. 


Grand Master Aldridge became a Master Mason in August of 1957, 
receiving his degrees in Stanly Lodge No. 348. Master of the lodge in 1965, 
during one twenty-year stretch, from 1957 through 1977, he served 
continuously as an officer of the lodge, including the offices of Treasurer and 
Secretary. He holds the certificate of Past Secretary. 


Stan received the Scottish Rite Degrees in the Charlotte Bodies in 1957, 
and later served as Scottish Rite Ambassador in Stanly County. In 1963 the 
Scottish Rite invested him Knight Commander of the Court of Honour, and in 
1979 he was elected to receive the Thirty-Third Degree. 


Other memberships are as follows: York Rite Bodies in Charlotte, N.C., 
St. Titus Conclave, Red Cross of Constantine; North Carolina College, Societas 
Rosicruciana in Civitatibus Foederatis; North Carolina York Rite College No. 
69; and Albemarle Masonic Temple Corporation. He is Grand Representative 
of the District of Columbia near the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


A member of Oasis Shrine Temple since 1958, Stan served as its 
Ambassador to Stanly County for three years. He is Past President of Stanly 
County Shrine Club and was the first recipient of the “Stanly County Shriner 
of the Year” award, in 1964. 

The Grand Master has long supported the Order of Rainbow for Girls, and 
he has been presented its Grand Cross of Color. He is a member and Past 
Patron of Albemarle Chapter No. 71, Order of the Eastern Star.

BIOGRAPHY 


ROBERT LEE “BOB” PUGH was born July 15, 1902, in New Bern, 
North Carolina, son of the late Colonel and Mrs. W. N. Pugh. After attending 
and graduating from the New Bern public schools, he attended Wake Forest 
College, graduating with a B.A. degree in 1925. Brother Pugh later attended 
summer school at Columbia University and at Harvard University, and he 
obtained the degree of Master of Arts in Education from the University of 
North Carolina in 1950. 


In 1929, Brother Pugh married Lottie Lee Grant, of New Bern, originally 
from Northampton County, who survives. The couple had no children. Other 
survivors are a sister, Mrs. Julia Pugh Jones, of Raleigh, and a brother, 
Charlie James Pugh, of New Bern. 


In 1925, Brother Pugh was ordained as a Baptist minister and for a 
number of years served as a church pastor and as a teacher in the public 
schools at the same time, until he became Superintendent of Craven County 
Schools. He served as school superintendent for thirty years and was many 
times recognized and honored for his achievements in the field of education. 


Active in all areas of civic activity, Brother Pugh was serving on the 
Housing Authority Board and on the Salvation Army Advisory Board at the 
time of his death. He has been a Kiwanian, Past President of the Lions Club, a 
Rotarian, Boy Scout Council Committee Chairman, Red Cross Director, 
Infantile Paralysis Association Director, and member in and officer of 
numerous educational organizations. 


Robert Lee Pugh became a Master Mason February 10, 1931, in Doric 
Lodge No. 568, at New Bern, and served that lodge in various offices and 
capacities before being elected Master in 1945. He held honorary membership 
in more than a score of North Carolina lodges. In 1946, Grand Master William 
J. Bundy appointed Brother Pugh to the Grand Lodge line and he progressed 
through the line until his election as Grand Master in 1955. He filled that high 
office with distinction and has since ably served the Grand Lodge and North 
Carolina Masonry in many important capacities. 


A member of the Scottish Rite since 1935, Brother Pugh served the New 
Bern Bodies in many capacities and has been a 33° member since 1945. In 
1967, upon his retirement as school superintendent, he was elected Executive 
Secretary of the New Bern Scottish Rite Bodies and filled that office with 
distinction until his death. He was also a member in and former officer of the 
New Bern York Rite Bodies. 


A long-time member of Sudan Shrine Temple, in New Bern, Brother 
Pugh served as Potentate of that temple in 1974. 


Robert Lee Pugh’s contributions to his church, his community, his state 
and nation, and to the body of Freemasons, are truly legend.

ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT OF THE 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INCORPORATED 
(Docket No. 9) 


The following report of Brother Thomas W. Cramer, 
Administrator of The Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., 
was presented and entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Sixty-Fifth Annual Report of the Administrator indicates many 
changes in the Home during this past year. A new set of By-Laws was 
adopted by the Board of Directors. These changed the title from 
“Superintendent” to “Administrator” for the one charged with guiding the 
operation of the Home. Several new committees of the Board were also 
designated in the new By-Laws. These committees are Finance, Admission, 
Personnel and Building and Grounds. These committees have contributed 
greatly in the operation of the Home. 


There were changes in the supervisory staff. Thomas W. Cramer was 
named Administrator as of April 1, 1979. A new Activities Director and 
Social Worker were named to replace former employees. 


A new van, with provisions for wheelchair patients, was purchased at a 
cost of $15,000.00. This sum was raised through the efforts of the residents of 
the Home. These fine people also contributed $2,000.00 toward the purchase of 
smoke detector door closers. These have been installed on ten of the doors in 
the general living area. Thus, we can keep these heavy fire doors open and 
have a better and easier route throughout the Home. 


The activities of the Home continue to be one of our best features. With the 
acquisition of the van, persons who could not climb into a bus can now be 
included in our field trips and visits. The craft program has been made 
accessible to all residents by moving the ceramic room into the Linville 
Building. Many activities are planned for those desiring to participate. These 
include special dinners; trips to the mountains and other nearby parks and 
places of interest; parties; bingo; Bible Study and devotional programs and 
slide presentations. Many of these are weekly programs, while others areaone 
time affair. 


There were additions to the physical plant. A new generator has been 
installed. This will enable us to have full electrical usage although our outside 
source of power may be unavailable. We have installed hand rails in all 
buildings, thus enabling our residents to walk with greater security. A new 
ice maker had to be installed in the kitchen. The fire escape from the Solarium 
was enclosed and six sprinkler heads were installed in the Solarium, thus 
adding to our fire safety. 


In December, the annual licensure survey was conducted by the 
Department of Human Resources, State of North Carolina. The following isa 
quote from a letter received from them dated January 7, 1980: “During the 
visit no deficiencies were noted.” This indicates the devotion of the staff to the 
care of the Brothers and Sisters living in the Home. 

During the year, nineteen persons were admitted into the Home. A total of 
57,422 days of care was provided at the cost of $19,86 per day. The total 
income from all Masonic sources for 1979 was $329,349.50. This was an 
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increase over 1978 of $23,780.09. Receipts from the Grand Chapter of the 
Order of The Eastern Star were $233,059.75. This was an increase over 1978 
of $55,638.41. 


We are thankful for all of the support received during this past year. We 
especially appreciate those Lodges and Chapters who made a special effort to 
come to the Home and give of yourself in showing the residents your love and 
concern. Please accept our invitation to come visit, either as individuals, 
lodges, chapters, or districts. We are happy to see you. We know you will gain a 
new insight and appreciation of your Home.

The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage submits its report to the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which includes a detailed report of the 
Superintendent and the departments of the Orphanage. 


The Board of Directors held its regular meetings throughout the year and 
harmoniously administered all the affairs of the Orphanage. The visiting 
committee has also made its report, and the auditors have reported on the 
financial phase of the institution and rendered detailed information of 
receipts, and the operation of various incomes and legacies received. 


A total of 156 children has received the services of the Orphanage during 
the year that has passed. The number of Masonic children in the Orphanage at 
present is 5% of the total. At present there are 107 vacancies for children at the 
Orphanage. Each lodge should inquire in their area and sponsor a child. 


The Grand Lodge appropriation was $68,000.00 while the Masonic 
donations were $436,452.66. There were 18 lodges in the state that did not 
contribute anything to the Orphanage during 1979. 


We again express our appreciation to all the benefactors of the 
Orphanage and especially to the ones who contribute each year. 

We call attention to the outline of Orphanage needs as provided by the 
Superintendent and urge our brethren to continue supporting Oxford 
Orphanage. | 


We highly praise our officers and staff for their efficient operation of our 
beloved Orphanage. 


The Oxford Orphanage still continues to interpret the spirit of Masonry in 
our state, and with the aid of all contributing agencies, we have been able to 
render distinct service tothe dependent children of our state.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 11) 


The following report of Brother Robert Winston, 
Superintendent of Oxford Orphanage, Inc., was presented 
and entered on the record: 

To the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina: 


The following is the 107th Annual Report of the Superintendent of Oxford 
Orphanage to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, being the report for the 
year ending September 30, 1979. 


We have been very successful during the past fiscal year in getting more 
Masons interested in what is taking place at their Home in Oxford. I am 
firmly convinced that the Masons in the state now realize what they have at 
Oxford and they are doing everything in their power to see that this continues 
in the future. Our goal in future years is to have every lodge in the state 
participating in some way in the Orphanage program. 

September was a very busy month as this is the month our fiscal year 
ends. The contributions from the lodges throughout the state were good again 
this year and we appreciate everything that is done by the lodges. 


Through the efforts of Lloyd Young, an alumnus of Oxford Orphanage, all 
our students attended the State Fair in October and thoroughly enjoyed 
themselves. The students were admitted free to the fairgrounds and were able 
to see the Hell Drivers free of charge and the rest of the day they spent eating 
and riding rides. 


All of the juniors at John Nichols School took the National Competency 
Test during the month of November and our percentage for passing was: 
reading—88.2 per cent passed, and math—94.1 per cent passed out of 17 
students. We are real proud of the test results and we are meeting all of the 
guidelines the State of North Carolina has established concerning non-public 
schools. The band program has been very successful, thanks to the support of 
the Masons and the way each of you have contributed music instruments. 

For the second year the Order of The Eastern Star sponsored 16 of our 
young girls to the Rainbow Camp in Boone which was enjoyed by the students. 


St. John’s Day was held for the first time in 45 years with an estimated 
crowd of 1,350 people attending. Special thanks to Amran, Sudan and Oasis 
Temple units for making June 24th so successful. The Board of Directors 
voted in August to have St. John’s Day again on June 22, 1980. 


The budget for Oxford Orphanage during the fiscal year 1979 was 
$1,645,000.00 We were able to close out this fiscal year with 156 students ata 
cost of $6,200.00 per child to give them the care that they received during 
1979. 


On September 17, Monroe Lodge No. 244 donated a fence around the 
swimming pool, four television sets and three pool tables to improve the safety 
and recreation facilities of our students. 
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For two and one-half years a most interesting troop of Boy Scouts and Girl 
Scouts has been sponsored at the Oxford Orphanage. This has been under the 
direction of Marshall Atkinson and Karen Mobley. This movement has been of 
considerable benefit to the Orphanage on special occasions and has 
encouraged a spirit of loyalty to the Orphanage and has contributed in a large 
measure to the new spirit of cooperation and helpfulness. On June 24th three 
young men received the Eagle Scouts Award with twoserving as counselors at 
Boy Scout Camp during the summer. Several new scouts are added annually 
to fill the vacancies caused by boys leaving. 


The campus of the Orphanage and its buildings present a scene of quiet 
beauty and with the large number of ancient oaks and green carpeted campus, 
it stands out as one of the most beautiful campuses in North Carolina. The 
farm gives constant attention to the lawn, flowersand shrubbery. The campus 
is well lighted at night which provides a sense of security and protection. The 
buildings on the campus are kept well insured against fire and possible 
disaster. On October 8, 1978, fire destroyed our hay and calf barn with a loss of 
14 calves and several thousand bales of hay for a loss of $200,000.00. The barn 
was covered by insurance and we have recovered most of our loss. We replaced 
the barn with 2 metal buildings with hay in one and calves in the other. 
Frequent inspections are made and repairs are kept up to date. With 38 
buildings on the grounds and considerable machinery electrically operated, 
we therefore use large quantities of electricity and oil and the expense of this is 
necessary in order to keep our physical equipment in good shape and the 
appearance of our campus attractive. We believe that with beautiful 
surroundings the lives and development of children will be greatly influenced 
in the direction of the finer things of life. 


The Oxford Orphanage recognizes the importance of an adequate staff 
for purposes of leadership in the program of care and training of youth. We 
have insisted on the higher type of trained workers, and we have, therefore, 
gradually increased the educational standards and requirements until today, 
a large percentage of the staff has had some college training. I appreciate the 
dedication of our staff and the way each of them perform their duties. 


Our greatest needs for 1980 is the placement of more children at Oxford 
Orphanage. Our capacity isover 200 and we have not met this in several years. 
Each lodge in the state should search their area and give us the chance to help 
the needy children in the state. 

We acknowledge with gratitude the loyal support of The Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina and of the subordinate lodges during the year. 


The Masons and other people of North Carolina have rendered a most 
important and effective service to thousands of children during the years. 
While Masonry in North Carolina has meant much to Oxford Orphanage, it is 
likewise true that the Orphanage has meant much to our people. It has 
provided a channel through which sympathy and service could be expressed 
and represents an investment that pays dividends of an everlasting sort. The 
Orphanage continues to present itself as a great opportunity for further 
investment and is exceedingly appreciative of every kind thought and deed in 
its behalf.

Two new Chapters had been started in 1978, another was started in 1979 
and still another is anticipated in 1980. The State organization has carried on 
its usual programs, including: The Grand Master's Class in January 1979 and 
again in January 1980, the annual visitations to Oxford Orphanage and tothe 
Home in Greensboro, the annual State Conclave in July, District meetings in 
April and May, and a State Officers meeting and workshop in September. 


DeMolay deserves our support. We know that our young people are 
exposed to many influences, most of which we deplore, but through DeMolay 
and our other youth organizations, Rainbow and Job's Daughters, we have the 
opportunity to offer them influences and principles to which we, as Masons, 
have dedicated our lives. We know that many of the young men trained in 
DeMolay have sought membership in our fraternity, and there is no way to 
calculate the extent to which DeMolay has influenced hundreds of young lives 
in North Carolina. 

At the local level DeMolay is taking care of its financial problems very well. 
At this level good Masonic leadership is needed more than money. 

At the State level, there is a different story. John Verdery, State 
Executive Officer, deserves our appreciation for the fine job he is doing with a 
very limited budget. With a very small income, Mr. Verdery and his volunteer 
assistants, as well as the young men whoserve as State Officers, areserving at 
considerable personal sacrifice. | 

Mr. Verdery has expressed his appreciation to the several Masonic Bodies 
for their help. However, the DeMolay State organization deserves more 
financial help than we have been giving them. I am confident that any 
increase which we could provide will be appreciated and used well. 

DeMolay needs our encouragement and help. The future of any youth 
organization inevitably depends on its adult leadership. Boys grow up and 
become men and passon to bigger things. Adult leadership must be there, on a 
long term basis, to see that the newer and younger members are absorbed into 
the fellowship of the group to replace those who have reached their majority. 
DeMolay needs you. See if you can't find your place.

THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON 
(Docket No. 14) 


The following report of the Board of Publication of The 
North Carolina Mason was received, entered on the record, 
and referred to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina: 


The Board of Publication of The North Carolina Mason met quarterly 
during the year 1979-80 to study the problems and make recommendations for 
the benefit and progress of the publication. As in past years, Brothers Allen 
Colenda, Director of the Oxford Orphanage Printing Department and 
Reynold Davenport, Editor of The North Carolina Mason have met with the 
Board and assisted whenever possible. 


It would be inappropriate to submit a report of the Board of Publication 
this year that did not express the deep sorrow that the members have in the 
passing of one of its highly respected and dearly loved co-workers—Most 
Worshipful Brother Robert L. Pugh, Past Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina. Last year Brother Pugh wrote: 


Freemasonry has always been, and now is, blessed with a large 
number of outstanding members, distinct personalities who create 
for themselves a wide circle of friendships and whose memories will 
linger long with us even though they, themselves, have departed to 
eternal shores. These are the men who have made indelible 
impressions upon their friends and brothers, who have lived lives of 
usefulness, making substantial contribution to the organizations 
which they were a part. Then, because The Supreme Architect of the 
Universe felt the need of the presence in Heaven of another 
wholesome character, He... called him to his home above.! 


These words of Brother Bob Pugh express the sentiments of those of us 
who will always remember and appreciate his many contributions to 
Freemasonry! 


Most Worshipful Brother William B. Bellois, Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina visited with the Board of Publication at its meeting on June8, 
1979. He stated that he and the Grand Lodge officers wanted a question and 
answer section in the next two issues of The North Carolina Mason, asking 
each Brother Mason if he wanted to continue receiving the publication or not. 
The reply to the questionnaire was to be marked “yes” or “no” and returned to 
R.'.W.'.Brother Robert P. Dudley, Grand Secretary, for tabulation, and that a 
report of this be sent to the Grand Master and Grand Lodge line officers for 
their consideration. 


The November 1979 issue of The North Carolina Mason cited the results 
of the questionnaire in an article written by Editor Reynold Davenport. As of 
November 7, responses had been received from 8,835 members, representing 
12.75% of the membership mailing list. Of those responding, 8,075 (91.4%) 
wished to continue receiving the paper; 760 (8.6%) did not. 


Of the 760 who did not wish to continue receiving the paper, fifty-three 
were widows or other survivors of deceased members. (The system had 
somehow failed in those fifty-three instances. The names of deceased 
members are routinely removed from the mailing list when their deaths are 
reported by lodge secretaries. Approximately fourteen hundred deaths are 
reported annually.) 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina, 1979, Oxford 
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A sizeable number of “do not” responses came from members (or were 
written for them) who are blind, or otherwise incapacitated. 


A few of the “do not” members advised they had access to someone else’s 
copies and they were therefore willing that their own subscriptions be ended 
in order to save money for the Grand Lodge. 

Varying sums of money were sent in by members who wished to pay in 
order to make certain their papers would be continued. All money was 
returned to the senders, with the explanation that unless and until the 
membership directs otherwise we cannot accept payment for member 
subscriptions. Also, anumber of members offered to send money, if that would 
insure continued publication. 

Brother Colenda and Davenport were congratulated for the fine Jobs they 
are doing with the publication. 

At the January 11, 1980 meeting the proposed budget was reviewed and 
copies sent to the members of the Board of Publication and to the Committee 
on Finance for its consideration. 

At each of the meetings the balance sheet of The North Carolina Mason 
was carefully reviewed to provide each member of the Board of Publication 
with complete information on budgetary matters. 

This year, The North Carolina Mason was chosen by the Southern 
California Research Lodges of Los Angeles as one of the publications to be sent 
to its approximately nine hundred members. Last year, the selection included 
The Virginia Masonic Herald, The Missouri Freemason, and The Empire 
State Mason. 

At the quarterly meetings a number of items were discussed and 
decisions were made in the best interest of the publication.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
ON UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
(Docket No. 15) 


The following report was received, entered on the record, 
and referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The following proposed amendments to THE CODE were presented at 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge on April 17-18, 1979, to be 
acted upon at the Annual Communication in 1980, and a notice to this effect 
was sent to all lodges under date of October, 1979, and January, 1980. 
Amend Regulation 12-01(2) by adding subsection A to read as follows: 

REG. 12-01(2.A) No brother shall be eligible for appointment as a Grand 

Lodge Officer, except for the appointment of the Grand Tyler, who 

resides in the same city and/or county as a presently installed Grand 

Lodge Officer other than the Grand Treasurer and/or Grand Secretary. 


Amend Regulation 32-08 to read as follows: 


REG. 32-08. A brother who has not faithfully performed his duties in the 
current term of his appointment as District Deputy Grand Master shall 
not be eligible to succeed himself; however, a brother who has served 
faithfully and performed his duties as District Deputy Grand Master 
shall be eligible to succeed himself for two additional successive terms 
and may serve such additional terms thereafter if approved by the Grand 
Master. 
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Amend Regulation 33-13 to read as follows: 


REG. 33-13. The actual and necessary expenses of the several boards, 
commissions, and committees rendering service incurred by them in the 
performance of their duties, other than those expenses while in 
attendance at the annual communication of the Grand Lodge shall be paid 
by the Grand Lodge, but not unless they are approved by the Grand 
Master. No member of a board, commission, or committee shall receive 
compensation for his services as such member except as provided by law 
nor shall he receive expenses as such member, and in addition thereto 
receive expenses in any other capacity for attendance at the Grand Lodge. 
[18-01(7); 25-05; 35-03; Chapter 25]. 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2B4) to read as follows: 


4. To arrange for and conduct at least two Schools of Instruction each year 
in the ritualistic work. Each lodge in the district shall actively participate 
in at least two Schools of Instruction each calendar year. It shall be the 
option of the District Deputy Grand Lecturer to schedule the work of each 
School of Instruction; provided, however, that all parts of the work set out 
in the Lecture Service be exemplified at least once each calendar year. 
Ritualistic work done in or by one lodge only shall not constitute a School 
of Instruction. 


Amend Regulation 44-01, Subsection 3 by deleting this entire subsection and 
marking the same OBSOLETE: 


REG. 44-01(3) OBSOLETE. 


Amend Regulation 44-01, Subsection 4 by deleting this entire subsection and 
marking the same OBSOLETE: 


REG. 44-01(4) OBSOLETE. 


Amend Regulation 44-02(5) to read as follows: 


REG. 44-02. 5. Remittance for the fee for such dispensation in the sum of 
$100.00. [5-01(2); 24-01(2)]. 


Amend Regulation 45-04 to read as follows: 


REG. 45-04. The petitioners for a charter for a new lodge shall pay a fee of 
One Hundred Dollars before the Charter is issued. [5-01(3); 24-01(2)]. 


Amend Regulation 50-01 Article 21(1A) to read as follows: 


REG. 50-01(1). A. Reading of the minutes of the last stated and all 
intervening communications, unless dispensed with by order of the lodge; 
provided, however, there is no objection by any of the members present. 
[51-36(1); 70-01(1A); 91-01(1)]. 


Amend Regulation 51-36(1) to read as follows: 


REG. 51-36. 1. Reading minutes: reading minutes of the last stated 
communication to bring forward unfinished business and intervening 
communications as information to the members; provided the lodge has 
not ordered dispensing with the reading of the minutes withoutobjection 
by any of its members present [51-01(1); 70-01(1A); 91-01(1)]. 


Amend Regulations 70-01(1A) to read as follows: 


REG. 70-01(1) A. The minutes of every communication, stated or 
emergent shall be read, corrected if necessary, and approved by the lodge 
before it is closed; and when so approved, they cannot be altered, 
expurgated, erased, obliterated, or defaced. Should it appear that an 
error had been made in the record, a resolution explaining, repealing, 
rescinding, or correcting the same may be made at a subsequent stated 
communication by a vote of the lodge which shall be entered as a 
transaction of the communication, and a marginal notation shall be made 
on the previous minutes. Any reading of the minutes at the next stated 
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communication shall not be for approval, but to bring forward unfinished 
business and for the general information of the members present. (50-01 
Art. 21(1A); 51-36(1); 67-16(2); 70-01(1A); 91-01(1)]. 


Amend Regulation 91-01(1) to read as follows: 


REG. 91-01. 1. The lodge shall meet at the time and place specified in its 
by-laws, or in the call for the communication; after it has been opened, if 
the communication is stated, the record of its proceedings at the last 
stated and all intervening communications shall be read, the former to 
bring forward unfinished business, and all of them as information to the 
members present; provided the lodge has not ordered dispensing with the 
reading of the minutes without objection by any of its members present. 
[50-01(1); 51-36(1); 70-01(1A)]. 


Amend Regulation 97-02(30) to read as follows: 


30. To own or keep what is commonly known as a liquor saloon, or to 
attend bar in a liquor salon. A liquor saloon is defined under this section as 
a place where the main business is the sale of intoxicating liquors to be 
consumed on the premises; provided, it shall not be considered a Masonic 
Offense to operate a dining facility pursuant to the laws of the State of 
North Carolina where spirituous or intoxicating liquors are sold in strict 
conformity with the laws of the State of North Carolina. Penalty: 
expulsion.

Orphanage, Inc. was presented and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


I am happy to report that on Friday, February 1st, 1980 the entire 
Committee consisting of Floyd M. Burton, William A. Langley, Wade H. Fox, 
Earl D. Edmunds and I along with the Superintendent Robert L. Winston, 
made the annual inspection tour of Oxford Orphanage. 


A delicious meal was served in the dining room, cafeteria style, under the 
new management of ARA Food Services. We spent a great deal of time in the 
John Nichols School. Everyone, including the principal, Mr. John Owens, the 
teachers and students, after having lengthy conversations with them, seemed 
to be delighted to have the school back on campus. The students seemed 
especially to appreciate the individual attention they are getting. The 
students were also enthusiastic about basketball and the sports program they 
have.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 18) 


The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in MSA was adopted, and the matter of finances 
was referred to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The sixty-first meeting of the Masonic Service Association of these 
United States met in the Shoreham Americana Hotel in Washington, D. C., 
ee 18, 1980, at two o’clock in the afternoon by the elected staff of 
officers. 

It was voted that our next annual meeting of Masonic Service Association 
would be held March 16, 1981, in Florida. 

There were several Grand Lodges outside the continental United States 
and it was the wish of the presiding officer for all Grand Lodges to join the 
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membership of the association. I believe there are only seven Grand Lodges in 
the states that are not members. 


On foreign relief, there has not been a request for large sums of money 
since the Guatemala earthquake in 1976; the total then was $66,130.26. 
Voluntary contributions to the Mississippi flood relief fund, ending December 
31, 1979, amounted to $74,000.00. More than 200 Mississippi Masons and their 
families lost their homes and possessions and many lost their business 
property. 

The association is now serving approximately 14,030 lodges with Short 
Talk Bulletins and many of them are still available. The bulletin has 
dramatically increased during the year of 1979 from 1500 to more than 3000. 
Some of the jurisdictions have voted to provide a subscription to each newly 
raised Mason. 


In January 1980, the Masonic Service Association produced a new booklet 
of a Lodge System of Masonic Instruction entitled, “Tried and Proven” and 
can be ordered from Masonic Service Association, 8120 Fenton Street, Silver 
Spring, Maryland 20910. 

The state of North Carolina ranks near the top in appointed field agents in 
all veterans hospitals and there is always a need of assistants and we urge the 
Masonic Brethren to visit these hospitals. Our hospital visitation program is 
urgently in need of financial help. 

Our hearts were saddened at the retirement of Illustrious Brother Daniel 
P. Knode, Jr., on April 1, 1980. Brother Knode has traveled many miles and 
contributed many unselfish hours of dedicated work in operating our hospital 
visitation program. Our love and best wishes go with him. 

The replacement for Brother Knode is Brother Thomas R. Dockerty and 
he will begin his duties April 1, 1980. Brother Dockerty has been in a pre- 
training program with Brother Knode and we wish him all the luck in the 
world in his new job. 

Your Masonic Service Association representative recommends the 
appropriation of the usual amount of $6,000.00 for dues in the association as 
approved in 1979 for the Masonic Service Association and we would 
recommend an additional $1,000.00 for supplies for North Carolina field 
agents.

Year Ended December 31, 1979. 


1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


A. The corporation's financial statements for the year ended December 31, 1979 were prepared in 
accordance with the accrual method of accounting. 
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B. Interest receivable: 


On November 15, 1979, the corporation sold U. S. Treasury bonds with a maturity value 
of $530,000.00 and an interest rate of 4.25%. The proceeds of $391,537.50 were used to purchase 
U. S. Treasury bonds with a maturity value of $490,000.00 and an interest rate of 7.25%. Each 
bond issue matures on August 15, 1992. Interest on the 4.25% bonds was recorded as received, 
while interest on the 7.25% bonds is being recorded as earned. This represents a change in 
accounting method. 


C. Office equipment listed in the balance sheet is not being depreciated in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles, but the amount involved is not considered material. 

. INVESTMENTS 

Securities owned by the Corporation are carried in the financial statement at cost or at a basis 


assigned at the time shares of stock were received as a contribution. These values do not agree with 
carrying values assigned by the First National Bank of Catawba County, substitute trustee.

The Corporation is exempt from income taxes under Section 501 (cX3) of our Internal Revenue 
Code and from the private foundation provisions of the code because its net income is being distrib- 
uted to two Section 501 (c3) organizations. 

. DISCOUNT ON DEBT SECURITIES: 


The financial statements do not include a provision for amortizing bond discount. When fully 
realized. the discounts will add $123,465.05 to the fund balance of the Permanent Fund.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

In accordance with Regulation 90-23, adopted at the 1979 Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, the Committee on 
Masonic Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications met on May 11,1979 and 
drafted a Masonic Memorial Service. 

This new Memorial Service follows closely the burial service most 
frequently used by our brethren, and a minimum amount of memory work 
will be required of those brethren already using that burial service. The 
Memorial Service may be performed in any appropriate location, and it may 
be adapted to fit varying circumstances. 

Thesupply of “North Carolina Masonic Ceremonies” being exhausted, the 
Grand Secretary ordered a new printing which included the Memorial 
Service. Copies of the new printing were furnished each lodge and the Grand 
Secretary has on hand additional copies for purchase by the brethren. The 
new printing also includes: (1) Instructions pertaining to open installation of 
lodge officers; and (2) Various corrections and clarifications.

REPORT OF CODE COMMISSION 
(Docket No. 26) 


The following report of the Code Commission was received, 
entered on the record and referred to the Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Proposals to amend THE CODE of 1948, as revised and amended in 1977 
have been received as follows: 


Amend Regulation 32-06 to read as follows: 


REG. 32-06. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall render to the 
Grand Master before December tenth of each year an itemized account of 
the necessary travel expense incurred by him in the performance of his 
duties; this shall not exceed fifteen cents per mile actually traveled, via 
the shortest route of travel. The Grand Master may order the same to be 
paid from the funds of the Grand Lodge, if such expense has been 
incurred in the performance of routine duty, but not for more than two 
official visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar year. If the 
expense has been incurred for a special duty, the Grand Master may order 
the lodge or the Grand Lodge to pay it. 


Amend Chapter 35A by deleting this entire chapter and marking the same 
OBSOLETE: 


Chapter 35A OBSOLETE. 


Amend Regulation 35A-03 to read as follows: 


REG. 35A-03. No District Education Chairman shall be compensated for 
his services as such, but his actual and necessary travel expense shall be 
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paid by the Grand Lodge when approved by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Masonic Education; the rate shall not exceed fifteen cents 
per mile actually traveled, via the shortest route of travel, but not more 
than two visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar year. 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2) to read as follows: 


REG. 35-08. 2. To appoint from the Certified Lecturers, upon nomination 
by the Grand Lecturer, such District Deputy Grand Lecturers as the 
board may deem necessary; provided, a District Deputy Grand Lecturer 
shall not become a member or an officer of the Grand Lodge by virtue of 
his appointment hereunder; and provided, no appointment shall extend 
beyond the next annual communication of the Grand Lodge. No such 
District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall be installed or compensated for his 
services as such; but his actual and necessary travel expense shall be paid 
by the Grand Lodge when approved by the Grand Lecturer: the rate shall 
not exceed fifteen cents per mile actually traveled, via the shortest route 
of travel, but not more than two visits to each lodge in his districtduringa 
calendar year. Before December tenth each year each District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer shall file an itemized account of such expense with the 
Grand Lecturer for his approval, and if approved the Grand Lecturer 
shall file the same with the Grand Secretary before December twentieth. 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2B1) to read as follows: 


REG. 35-08(2B). 1 To promote the lecture service and the education work 
in his district. He shall work with and make reports to the District Deputy 
Grand Master as to the progress of Masonic Education in his district.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 27) 


The Grand Master presented W.:.Brother Lauren Sharpe, 
Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, who 
delivered the following oration: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Most Worshipful Sirs, Right Worshipful Sirs, 
Worshipful Brethren, and Brethren All: 


I must express my sincere gratitude to Most Worshipful William B. 
Bellois for the esteemed honor of having been chosen Grand Orator. No 
greater honor could come to any person than the honor of serving this Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge, and the Brethren who constitute it. 


The quality of our Masonic profession is irrefutably measured by the skill 
and assiduity with which we address the basic issues of life. We are somebody; 
come from somewhere, and are going somewhere. Who we are is 
predetermined by powers over which we have no control. What we are can 
best be calculated by the degree of acceptance to our exposures to knowledge 
and wisdom. Where we are going depends upon the intensity of our resolution 
to love God supremely and serve the needs of mankind. A wise man once 
remarked: “If a man would be happy and successful, he must have aself fit to 
live with, a faith fit to live by, and a work fit to live for.” On sucha premise we 
shall build our present structure. 


Each of us has been caused to have a certain degree of honest pride in our 
“selves,” because we have been accepted by the Craft to labor as Master 
Masons. This is not the case with many individuals and peoples of our land and 
the world. The turbulent 60’s were an example of multitudes of peoples who 
had no pride in self nor even a recognizable identity. ‘I'he struggies Which have 
ensued have been the determination of these peoples to become identified and 
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respected. Another case in point is our continued support of Oxford 
Orphanage and The Masonic and Eastern Star Home; we are here attempting 
to provide the means whereby the young and the old can maintain a “self fit to 
live with.” 


In our personal search for identity, we stood without knowledge and 
honor—completely destitute and blind—before a door that we believed was an 
entrance to the Temple wherein would be revealed the mysteries of identity. A 
call was given, “Who comes here?” A friend had to answer for us. How the 
reality of the words, “poor, blind candidate” burned in our ears and hearts! In 
a very real sense, we were at the mercy and will of those outside ourselves. It 
was not difficult to answer the inquiry, “What do you desire?” Unable to see 
and know, we cried for such release as would afford us the Light of Day and 
the Light of Knowledge. Every act of initiation made us indelibly aware of our 
present low estate. We became searchers for truth that we might gain our 
identity. What we were and where we were troubled our esteem of self. The 
real truth was that we were as victims of amnesia who cry for an answer to: 
“Who am I?”, “Where am I?”, and “Where am I going?”. With troubled spirit 
we found ourselves pleading for a faith fit to live by. 


The search for an understanding of the Deity is a lifelong adventure. It 
begins in the cold darkness of our destitute condition. In the moments of an 
awareness that I did not make myself, and I do not have the answers to the 
problems of my own identity and I fear what comes next, my mind hears anew 
the words of my friend, “Your trust being in God, your faith is well-founded. 
Go thy way and fear no danger.” Skeptically, even hesitantly, we took our first 
steps. The only knowledge that overshadows our awareness of the inadequacy 
of self is the realization that we have no alternative but to trust in God, else our 
steps shall cease and we shall be swallowed up in the darkness. At that 
moment our faith becomes the conductor of our souls, we hear the blessed 
words, “And God said, ‘Let there be light,’ and there was light.” What joy once 
more to see! The mysteries of the darkness become the challenges of the light. 
We experience the token of friendship and recognize the worthiness of 
knowledge. At that point we are but Entered Apprentices in pursuit of the 
higher mysteries, wherein we value a duty to God and obligations to our 
fellow man. 

Our second journey in faith reminds us again that there are still greater 
duties to God and man. As man enlarges his vision, so do his responsibilities 
grow more intense. The greater our knowledge, the more real become the 
attachments we must make to mankind and the predicament his earthly 
sojourn encounters. The steps we climb bring us nearer and nearer to the 
grand designs our Great Architect has for us. The study of the liberal arts 
polishes and adorns our mind. The study of the sciences proves the wonderful 
properties of nature and demonstrates the truths of morality. We are now 
charged to “steadily persevere in the practice of every commendable virtue.” 
Our minds begin to organize in proper perspective the virtues we are taught to 
pursue: temperance, fortitude, prudence, and justice. It is true that faith in 
God and the highest morality are synonymous. The sacred word says, “If you 
cannot love man whom you can see, you surely do not love God whom you 
cannot see.” “Love is of God, and God is love.” When we call each other 
“Brother” and make our vows to love to the degree of highest moral response, 
we are prepared to become Master Masons. The real tragedy comes when man 
receives the wisdom and truths of the order, and yet, maliciously maligns the 
character of another or fails to respond to his basic need of being shown love. 


One of the most dramatic spiritual events of the holy writings is the 
worship experience of Isaiah. “In the year that King Uzziah died, I saw the 
Lord, high and lifted up...” Isaiah beheld His glory and was prepared for the 
inevitable call to consecration. That call was a clarion call to have a “work fit to 
live for.” Isaiah’s plight was beseiged with trouble. Good King Uzziah had 
died, and a worthy leader must be chosen. The Lord said, “Who will go for Us 
and whom shall I send?” Isaiah responded, “Here am I, send me.” What a lift 
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God’s people received in that commitment! Today more than ever the call 
comes to men of honor and valor—show us truth, give us your services, and 
give us a pattern for happiness and success. Laborers must be found for the 
harvest of humanity. Freemasonry can supply that need—this is our finest 
hour. Pure morality can only be obtained when worthy deeds are done out of 
love. 

Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, in his book, The Second Mile, relates the 
story of a baby boy adopted into the home of loving parents. In order to obtain 
the best character from him, a list of “do's” and “don'ts” were written for his 
guidebook. Each day the check-list was scored. When he became an adolescent 
the rules were violated more and more. They became frantic about the future 
of one who had been loved so much. The day arrived when “he came to 
himself." He understood that he had been given life by those who had a choice 
in deciding to care for him. He went to them and tore up the rules of his life's 
game and said, “Mom and Dad, I love you and because I do, I am going to do 
these things and many more.” For us all, it must appear that the work of the 
Craft and our pursuit of faith and morality hinges on the four-letter word, 
“Love.” As, “Faith without works is dead,” so love without compassion, 
respect, and service cannot be. A great prophet enumerated eloquently what 
the Lord requires: Do justly, 


Love mercy, 
Walk humbly with God 
May the Great Architect guide and bless your lives “real good.”

ON NECROLOGY

The following report of the Committee on Necrology was 
delivered by W.:.Brother William E. Fulmer, Chairman, and 
entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Once again we gather to honor the memory of our brothers who have 
passed away during the past year. It is with both love and sadness that we 
reflect on these departed brethren. The Grand Architect of the Universe has 


seen fit to call two of our Past Grand Masters to his side during this past year— 
Most Worshipful Brothers Charles P. Eldridge and Robert L. Pugh. Most 
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Worshipful Brother Robert N. Bass, Past Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina, will now present the memorial tribute to Most Worshipful Brother 
Charles P. Eldridge. 


DR. CHARLES PATTERSON ELDRIDGE 
PAST GRAND MASTER 


Through the years, the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted 
Masons of North Carolina has been blessed with exceptional leadership as 
men from all walks of life have served with distinction as Grand Master and 
have brought to the office many and varied talents coupled with a strong 
resolve and firm dedication to the principles of Freemasonry. Each, in hisown 
way, brought to the office some unique quality that set him apart from all who 
served before him and from all who would serve after him and the one whose 
memory we honor today was indeed such a man. 


Charles Patterson Eldridge was born on November 1, 1894 in Lexington, 
North Carolina, son of the late T. B. and Martha Albright Eldridge. His father 
had the unusual honor of serving as mayor of Lexington, Graham and Raleigh, 
three different cities in North Carolina. Receiving his early education in the 
Greensboro and Raleigh public schools, he graduated in 1915 from North 
Carolina State College with the degree of Bachelor of Engineering. After 
engaging in building and construction work with the State Highway 
Commission and other agencies, he received the degree of Civil Engineering 
from State College and alsoan A.B. Degree from Wake Forest College in 1922. 
Unable to shake his lifelong desire to become a physician he then entered the 
University Medical School at Chapel Hill and subsequently received his M.D. 
Degree from the Quaker State School in 1926, ranking in the first seven of one 
of the largest classes ever to leave that school. 


Following his graduation from medical school, he begun practicing 
medicine in the Raleigh area where he was known and loved in medical circles 
for more than 50 years. He has served as President and Secretary of Rex 
Hospital and was a member of the staff of St. Agnes Hospital in Raleigh. He 
was also a member of the North Carolina State Medical Society and the 
American Medical Association and served as Vice President of the Wake 
County Medical Society. 


The uniqueness that characterized his professional life was also evident in 
his Masonic life as he was appointed Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge by a 
Grand Master who made the appointment solely on his record as Master of his 
Blue Lodge, having never met him personally . During his regime as Master of 
William G. Hill Lodge, the Masonic highlight for the year in North Carolina 
was a dramatization of the story of the Third Degree, staged by William G. 
Hill Lodge. Approximately one thousand Masons from all over North 
Carolina crowded into the Hugh Morson High School Auditorium in Raleigh 
to witness this beautiful performance. It is believed that this was one of the 
largest gatherings of Masons ever staged by any individual Blue Lodge inthe 
State. 


Very active in all phases of Masonry, he served with distinction in various 
offices of the Raleigh Scottish and York Rite Bodies and in recognition of 
outstanding service in the Scottish Rite he was elevated to the Rank and 
Decoration, Knight Commander, Court of Honour, in October of 1939 and 
later received the Sovereign Grand Inspector General Honorary, or 33°. 
Created a Noble of the Mystic Shrine on May 19, 1921, he gave unreservedly of 
his time and efforts in behalf of the philanthropic work of the Shrine, namely 
the crippled and burned child. In 1943, he was elected to serve on the Board of 
Directors of the George Washington Masonic National Memorial and served 
in this capacity until February 22, 1954, at which time he was elected as 
Director Emeritus, an office he held until his death. 


It was however, his term as Grand Master that distinguished him as a 
leader of men and one whom we shall always remember. Elected to this 
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CHARLES PATTERSON ELDRIDGE

Grand Master—1941 
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exalted position at the 154th Annual Communication in 1941, he brought 
honor and dignity to the Craft and the fruit of his labors will be enjoyed by 
succeeding generations and by all who wear the Lambskin, the badge of a 
Mason. During his year as Grand Master the petitions for degrees received 
were 37% more than those received the previous year and the time and 
devotion he gave to the office was evidenced in the list of visitations he made 
during the year. In his Grand Master’s address at the 155th Annual 
Communication, he called attention to the extreme joy he had received 
through personal contacts with subordinate Lodges and brethren throughout 
the state and the meaningful friendships that had been realized. The 
following poem was a part of that address: 


‘If I should place a value on 

The bounty of the earth 

Which would I say of all its joys, 
Has quite the greatest worth? 
Would I name education, gold, 

Or fame that fortune lends? 
No—this I think the best of all,— 
The priceless gift called ‘Friends’.” 


Married on September 27, 1930 to Miss Lucy Crudup of Raleigh, this 
union was blessed with one son, Dr. Charles Patterson Eldridge Jr., who now 
resides in Houston, Texas and three grandsons who added an extra measure of 
happiness and sparkle to the lives of their proud grandparents. His wife, 
Lucy, remained at his side, a constant and devoted companion until his death. 

On October 1, 1979, God, in His infinite wisdom, saw fit to call Most 
Worshipful Brother Eldridge to his eternal reward and services were held 
from Hayes Barton United Methodist Church with interment in Montlawn 
Memorial Gardens. 

A life such as his cannot end even at an advanced age without a sense of 
loss to those who had been associated with him, but in a very real sense he had 
completed his work to the extent that it might truly be said of him that he had 
fought the good fight and finished his course. The world today measures 
greatness in many different ways but greatness in our Heavenly Father’s 
sight is not measured in fame or wealth but rather in service and in how 
closely our lives resemble the life of the gentle Galilean in deeds of kindness 
and benevolence. There are two primary ways to measure a man. You can 
measure him on the outside and get his physical dimensions, but if you want to 
determine his true dimensions, you must measure him on the inside. Dr. 
Charles P. Eldridge when measured from within, was indeed a great man 
who was loved and respected by all who were privileged to call him friend. 

We give thanks to the Supreme Architect of the Universe for this noble 
life lived in our midst and for the assurance that 


Death's not the end ‘neath the cold black sod— 
tis the inn by the road on the way to God. 


It was our Master Himself whosaid “I am the resurrection, and the life, he 
that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he live.” Thus we have the 
assurance today that our departed Brother is living in that Celestial Lodge 
above where he is experiencing the joy and thrill of living life in completeness 
and et having found release from the suffering and pain of his earthly 
existence.

One by one we miss their voices 
That we loved so well to hear; 
One by one their kindly faces 

In the darkness disappear; 

No one hears the door that opens; 
Thus they pass beyond recall. 
Soft as loosened leaves of roses, 
One by one our loved ones fall. 


Through the years, Masonry has always been blessed with many 
outstanding members, each with a distinct personality, who created for 
themselves a wide circle of friends whose memories will continue to linger 
even though they are no longer with us. These men, who have gone before us, 
have made impressions upon their friends and have lived a life of usefulness, 
making tremendous contributions to the Fraternity of Masonry, of which they 
were such an active part. Then, when the Supreme Architect of the Universe 
felt the need of their presence in Heaven, He called them to their Home above. 


Such was the life of Robert Lee Pugh, a man of many talents, a friend to 
everyone who knew him, a Mason honored, respected, and loved by all with 
whom he associated. He was a devoted Mason, a Christian gentleman, a loving 
husband, and a man who made the world a better place in which to live. 


The Masons of North Carolina and throughout many parts of the United 
States, where he was so well known and loved, were deeply shocked and 
saddened when they were told that on September 17, 1979 our beloved friend 
and Brother had passed through the unseen portals into the Temple not made 
with hands, eternal in the Heavens. Brother Bob Pugh had been in declining 
health for some time, yet his will to live was strong, butthe ravages of time and 
disease were taking their toll and thus ended the final chapter in the life of this 
great man, this dynamic Masonic leader, this friend and Brother, this devoted 
and loving husband, a man who was loved by all who knew him. 


Religious services were held at First Baptist Church where he had 
worshiped and taught Sunday School for many years. The church service 
was conducted by his pastor, Dr. J. F. Hester, assisted by the Reverend 
Kenneth Bryan, his former pastor and longtime friend. An educational 
tribute relating the many advancements that had been made under his 
leadership as a teacher, school principal, and the thirty years he served as 
Superintendent of Craven County schools was given by the Reverend Ernest 
Porter. Masonic rites were conducted by the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
with the Grand Master of Masons, Most Worshipful William B. Bellois, and 
other Grand Lodge Officers in attendance. Right Worshipful Nelson B. 
Banks, Senior Grand Warden, conducted Masonic graveside services. 


Brother Pugh was 77 years of age, having been born on July 15, 1902 in 
New Bern, North Carolina. He attended the public schools in New Bern and 
after graduation, entered Wake Forest College. He also attended Columbia 
University, New York City, and Harvard University, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. He began work on his Masters Degree at the University of 
North Carolina and completed it in 1950, obtaining the Degree “Master of 
Arts in Education.” 


He was raised a Master Mason in Doric Lodge No. 568 on February 20, 
1931 and served as Master in 1945. Most Worshipful William J. Bundy, when 
elected Grand Master in 1946, appointed him Grand Steward where he 
advanced each year, and in April of 1954 he was elected and installed Grand 
Master of Masons in North Carolina. 

He served on numerous boards and committees of the Grand Lodge, 
giving unselfishly of his time and talents. Brother Pugh, as Chairman of the 
committee, was responsible for the revision of all Masonic ceremonies which 
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we use today, author and director of the pageant “Let There Be Light” 
commemorating the 175th anniversary of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
in 1962; author and director of the pageant “In The Beginning” celebrating 
the 200th anniversary of St. John's Lodge No. 3; author of “The Holy Book on 
Our Altar.” In 1974, he wrote the pageant “1774” which was presented in 
Sudan Temple to a full house on two evenings. This pageant was the advance 
celebration of our nation’s 200th anniversary telling the true story of the First 
Provincial Congress, which was held in New Bern on August 25, 26, and 27, 
1774, portraying the important part that Masons had in this great convention 
in laying the plans and groundwork of our great United States. 


He became a Noble in Sudan Temple in 1938 where he served as Chaplain 
for a number of years. In 1965, Harvey W. Smith, Potentate, appointed him on 
the Divan, where he advanced each year, and on January 26, 1974, he was 
elected Illustrious Potentate of Sudan Temple. His outstanding year is 
recorded as one of the greatest in Sudan’s history. 


His Masonic life was an interesting career and he received the Degrees 
and Orders of the Royal Arch Chapter, Council, and Commandery in 1936 in 
the New Bern York Rite Bodies and was a Past Commander of St. John’s 
Commandery No. 10, Knights Templar. For a number of years he served as 
Grand Prelate of the Grand Commandery of North Carolina. He was elected to 
membership in the Order of the Red Cross of Constantine in 1957, served as 
Sovereign in 1966, and was made a Frater in North Carolina College Societas 
Rosicrucianna in 1958. 


Brother Bob received the Degrees of the Scottish Rite in November 1935 
and served as Class Lecturer from 1938 until 1967. He served as presiding 
officer of each of the four bodies of the Scottish Rites. In recognition of his 
service, he was elevated to the Rank and Decoration Knight Commander, 
Court of Honour in 1941 and was coronated with rank and dignity of 
Sovereign Grand Inspector General Honorary, or 33°, in 1945. At the time he 
received his 33° at the Supreme Council Meeting in Washington, D. C., the 
active member of the Class was the President of the United States, a Past 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Missouri, the Honorable Harry S. 
Truman. 


In 1966, he was elected Secretary of the New Bern Scottish Rite Bodies in 
which position he served with honor and distinction until the date of his death. 
He was one of North Carolina’s finest speakers and was in constant demand to 
speak at various functions throughout the State. Bob was a great ritualist and 
was always at his best on the stage presenting the story of Freemasonry. He 
truly loved his work in the degrees and had one of the best minds and greatest 
knowledge of anyone in the Masonic Fraternity. He was never more at home 
than when on the stage portraying one of the many characters in the various 
' degrees, or while delivering a lecture to tell the story of Freemasonry. 


Brother Pugh was licensed to preach in 1920 by the First Baptist Church . 
of New Bern and was ordained by the same church in 1923. His last pastorate 
was in La Grange, North Carolina, where he preached for twelve years. When 
he became the Superintendent of Craven County schools in 1937, he gave up 
all pastoral work, however, he continued preaching in many churches upon 
invitation and has preached in practically all Protestant churches in Craven 
County. He was affectionately known as the Associate Pastor of many 
churches in Craven County. 


Most Worshipful Brother Pugh was active in the civic life of his 
community and State, always rendering service to his fellowman. To mention 
a few of the many service organizations, he had been a Kiwanian; Past 
President, Lions Club; Past President, Rotary Club; member of North 
Carolina Education Association; National Education Association; Trustee, 
Wake Forest College; Salvation Army Board, and practically every 
worthwhile organization that would better life in his beloved New Bern and 
State. His life was one of service and he freely gave of himself. Brother Pugh 
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was named Tarheel of the Week in December 1962 and the Craven County 
Commissioners designated May 20, 1967 as “Bob Pugh Day in Craven 
County.” Bob retired as Superintendent of Craven County Schools on July 1, 
1967 and the Craven County Board of Education dedicated its administrative 
unit as “The Robert L. Pugh Building.” 


The Scottish Rite Masons in New Bern, North Carolina created, in his 
honor, the Robert L. Pugh Meditation Center and dedicated it in November 
1973. This Center is located in the Robert L. Pugh Lecture Room and 
combines three areas, one, an area dedicated to prayer; two, a library of 
popular Masonic books; three, a museum of Masonic mementos and souvenirs 
collected during his Masonic life. 


Perhaps the outstanding achievement of this great man was in 1929 
when, in the Little Church Around the Corner, New York City, he married 
Lottie Lee Grant of New Bern. Lottie, like her husband, Bob, was ateacher in 
the public schools. She was his constant companion and inspiration and 
encouraged him in his Masonic activities and his desire to render service to 
others in all walks of life. Their life together was filled with the love of God, 
happiness, and the love of each other. 


While we today miss Brother Bob Pugh and feel a keen sense of loss in his 
departure, we can look back and review the great contributions he made to life 
in general and especially our Masonic Fraternity, and we realize that the life 
of this giant of a man has not been lived in vain, that our lives have been made 
much richer because he lived and that we were privileged to associate with 
him, and the time he spent on this earth made the world much richer and a 
better place to live. It is hard for us to realize that he is gone and is no longer 
with us in our Fraternity of Freemasonry but we do realize that the 
contributions he made throughout his many years as a Mason will continue to 
live in our beloved Fraternity until Time shall be no more. We were blessed 
that this giant of a man, this Brother whom we held in such high esteem, was 
one of our own and we were the primary beneficiaries of his vast knowledge 
and understanding of Freemasonary. 


While our hearts are heavy and we realize that we will no more encounter 
his radiant smile, his magnetic personality and firm handshake, we are 
grateful that Robert Lee Pugh is no longer in the embrace of pain and 
suffering but that he is at peace in the Master’s everlasting arms in that 
beautiful Temple, that House not made with hands, eternal in the Heavens. 
We rejoice that he no longer suffers pain and is with the Master today. May the 
remembrance of this great man and Mason be a source of comfort and 
courage to us, and as the days and years come and go, may we always 
remember the life of Robert Lee Pugh and may the inspiration of this great 
man cause us to deepen our service to Freemasonary as Bob would want us to 
do. 


Thank you Brother Banks. 


In every area of the State of North Carolina we have been saddened by the 
loss of our beloved Brother Masons. Our Heavenly Father has called 1,322 of 
our members to their eternal reward. We express our deepest sympathy tothe 
families and loved ones of each of these departed brothers. Were it not for our 
unfaltering trust in the Creator of the Universe, we might have little hope for 
them. We know that our years on earth are numbered. 


Lord, help me to realize how brief my time on earth will be. Help me to 
know that I am here for but a moment more. We glide along the tides of time as 
swiftly as a racing river, and vanish as quickly as a dream. We are like grass 
that is green in the morning but mowed down and withered before the evening 
shadows fall. Seventy years are given us! And some may even live to eighty. 
But even the best of these years are often emptiness and pain; soon they 
disappear, and we are gone. Teach us to number our days and recognize how 
few they are; help us to spend them as we should. (Psalms 39:4, 90:5, 6, 10, 12.) 
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We can find comfort and solace in the Word of God. At a time of great 
sorrow, Job said, “The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away: blessed be the 
name of the Lord.”

EDICT 


WHEREAS, the Preamble of the Constitution and Regulations of The 
Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina 
declares under “DECLARATION CONCERNING GOD AND RELIGION: 
The Grand Lodge acknowledges belief in God to be the great fundamental 
principle and landmark of Freemasonry upon which our Fraternity is 
erected"; and 


WHEREAS, the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in 
extending fraternal recognition requires conformity to “Acknowledgement of 
a belief in God, the Father of all men”; and 


WHEREAS, information received from the Committee on Recognition of 
the Grand Masters Conference of North America quotes the Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Belgium as follows: “A belief in God as a condition of 
membership is not required by the Grand Lodge of Belgium and certainly will 
never be mine.” 


NOW THEREFORE, I, WILLIAM B. BELLOIS, Grand Master of 
Masons in North Carolina, do now issue this EDICT, and I hereby direct: 


First, that the recognition of the Grand Lodge of Belgium by the Grand 
Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina be, and the 
same hereby is, withdrawn; and 

Second, that until further notice, no subordinate lodge under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of 
North Carolina, nor any of its Masters, Wardens and members recognize and 
admit, or permit, visitation into such lodge of a brother claiming membership 
through a lodge under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Belgium; and 

Third, that this EDICT shall be read at the next stated communication of 
all subordinate lodges of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted 
Masons of North Carolina after receipt thereof; and 

Fourth, that the Grand Secretary shall make such distribution of this 
EDICT to the Masonic world as shall be appropriate. 

THIS EDICT, made and issued, to be effective from this the 20th day of 
June, A.D. 1979, A.L. 5979.

It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary's office that 
Salem Lodge No. 289 elected James George Baggatta and Joseph Belton 
Jarvis to receive the degrees and Brother Elbert Samuel Goff to membership 
on January 8, 1980, which was not the date of a stated communication of the 
lodge. 

The ballots taken on January 8, 1980 to elect the above-mentioned men are 
clearly illegal under the positive language of Regulation 76-01 of THE CODE 
and are, therefore, NULL and VOID. 
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Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order a re-ballot and grant a dispensation to Salem Lodge 
No. 289 to ballot again (SEPARATELY) on the petitions of James George 
Baggatta and Joseph Belton Jarvis and the application of Elbert Samuel Goff 
at the stated communication to be held on February 5, 1980. 


The Petitions for the Degrees of William Thomas Mosko and Dewey 
Douglas Shelton were also illegally read at the communication on January 8, 
1980. These petitions must be re-read at the stated communication to be held 
February 5, 1980. 


This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be 
held on February 5, 1980, entered on the minutes of that communication and a 
proper notation made on the margin of the minutes for the emergent 
communication at which the illegal ballots were taken (January 8, 1980), 
referring to this Order and the date it was recorded in the minutes.

The budget for the year ending December 31, 1979, has been carefully 
examined and we are happy to report that the expenditures are in keeping 
with our budget. An audit has been made for this budget period, and a copy 
will be included in this report. 


We have consulted with the Board of Directors of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, Inc., and can report they have transferred to Oxford 
Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home $50,000.00 each during 
the past calendar year. We recommend the income from the Foundation 
continue to be contributed directly to the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home. 


We recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home and to the Oxford Orphanage the sum of $10,000.00 each. Should the 
amounts paid to each institution from the Foundation, the Grand Lodge 
General Fund, and the Charity Fund amount to less to $60,000.00, we 
recommend that the Charity Fund pay such additional amounts as may be 
necessary to insure the Institutions shall receive a combined total of not less 
than $60,000.00 each. 


We recommend that $5,000.00 be transferred to the Grand Lodge 
Building Reserve Account. 


We recommend that $6,500.00 be transferred to the Grand Lodge 
Bicentennial Escrow Account. 


We recommend that $40,000.00 be transferred to the Grand Lodge 
Special Contingency Reserve Fund. 


We recommend that The Code be amended to provide for increasing 
mileage from ten cents per mile to fifteen cents per mile. 

We recommend the Grand Master have authority, when he deems it 
advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend the allotment 
made to any committee, activity or agency of the Grand Lodge. 


We recommend further that when it shall appear for the best interest of 
the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master be authorized to give written 
authorization for the budget to be exceeded by any department, agency or 
office to incur out-of-ordinary expenses not herein provided for, within 
availability of funds.

Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence respectfully submits the 
following report. For convenient reference, we use the same subjects, titles 
and subdivisions of the address of the Grand Master as used by him, or the 
docket number as used in any report, or other document submitted for our 
consideration and action in all of our references to those matters and subjects. 


EDICT 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Approved) 


ORDER NO. 1 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Approved) 


PHYSICAL DISABILITIES 


That section of the Grand Master's Report was referred to this 
Committee. 


We respectfully report that the matter of petitioners having a physical 
disability is covered by Regulation 74-02 of THE CODE which reads as 
follows: 


REG. 74-02. If a petition for the Degrees is presented to a lodge by a 
petitioner whose physical defects prevent him from conforming literally to 
the requirements of the three degrees of Ancient Craft Masonry with the use 
of any necessary artificial appliances and/or aids, the petition shall be 
forwarded within five days to the Grand Secretary for transmittal to the 
Grand Master, and if he approves the same, the lodge may then receive the 
petition. (Approved) 


DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 


All of the dispensations reported as being granted were within the Grand 
Master's powers. (Approved) 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


We have considered the following amendments to THE CODE as 
submitted by the Committee on Unfinished Business which were presented at 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge on April 17, 18, 1979, to be 
acted upon at this Annual Communication. 


Amend Regulation 12-01(2) by adding subsection A to read as follows: 


REG. 12-01(2.A) No brother shall be eligible for appointment as a Grand 
Lodge Officer, except for the appointment of the Grand Tyler, who 
resides in the same city and/or county as a presently installed Grand 
Lodge Officer other than the Grand Treasurer and/or Grand Secretary. 
(Rejected) 


The amendment to Regulation 32-08 of THE CODE presented at the 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of 1979 has been considered by 
the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence and they offer a substitute 
amendment which reads as follows: 
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Amend Regulation 32-08 to read as follows: 


REG. 32-08. A brother who has heretofore served, or shall serve, three 
consecutive years as District Deputy Grand Master, shall not succeed 
himself unless the Grand Master shall find that it is in the best interest of 
Masonry for said brother to continue with his duties. 


1. A District Deputy Grand Master shall not be compensated for his 
services. (Adopted) 


Amend Regulation 33-13 to read as follows: 


REG. 33-13. The actual and necessary expenses of the several boards, 
commissions, and committees rendering service incurred by them in the 
performance of their duties, other than those expenses while in 
attendance at the annual communication of the Grand Lodge shall be paid 
by the Grand Lodge, but not unless they are approved by the Grand 
Master. No member of a board, commission, or committee shall receive 
compensation for his services as such member except as provided by law 
nor shall he receive expenses as such member, and in addition thereto 
receive expenses in any other capacity for attendance at the Grand Lodge. 
[18-01(7); 25-05; 35-03; Chapter 25]. (Adopted) 
Amend Regulation 35-08(2B4) to read as follows: 

4. To arrange for and conduct at least two Schools of Instruction each year 
in the ritualistic work Each lodge in the district shall actively participate 
in at least two Schools of Instruction each calendar year. It shall be the 
option of the District Deputy Grand Lecturer to schedulethe work of each 
School of Instruction; provided, however, that all partsof the work setout 
in the Lecture Service be exemplified at least once each calendar year. 
Ritualistic work done in or by one lodge only shall not constitute a School 
of Instruction. (Rejected) 


Amend Regulation 44-01, Subsection 3 by deleting this entire subsection and 
marking the same OBSOLETE: 

REG. 44-01(3) OBSOLETE. (Adopted) 
Amend Regulation 44-01, Subsection 4 by deleting this entire subsection and 
marking the same OBSOLETE: 

REG. 44-01(4) OBSOLETE. (Adopted) 


Amend Regulation 44-02(5) to read as follows: 
REG. 44-02. 5. Remittance for the fee for such dispensation in the sum of 
$100.00 [5-01(2); 24-01(2)]. (Adopted) 

Amend Regulation 45-04 to read as follows: 
REG. 45-04. The petitioners for a charter for a new lodge shall pay a fee of 
One Hundred Dollars before the Charter is issued. [5-01(3); 24-01(2)]. 
(Adopted) 

Amend Regulation 45-04 to read as follows: 
REG. 45-04. The petitioners for a charter for a new lodgeshall pay a fee of 
One Hundred Dollars before the Charter is issued. [5-01(3); 24-01(2)]. 
(Adopted) 


Amend Regulation 50-01 Article 21(1A) to read as follows: 
REG. 50-01(1) A. Reading of the minutes of the last stated and all 
intervening communications, unless dispensed with by order of the lodge; 
provided, however, there is no objection by any of its members present. 
[51-36(1); 70-01(1A); 91-01(1)]. (Rejected) 

Amend Regulation 51-36(1) to read as follows: 


REG. 51-36. 1. Reading minutes; reading minutes of the last stated 
communication to bring forward unfinished business and intervening 
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communications as information to the members; provided the lodge has 
not ordered dispensing with the reading of the minutes without objection 
by any of its members present.

REG. 70-01(1). A. The minutes of every communication, stated or 
emergent shall be read, corrected if necessary, and approved by the lodge 
before it is closed; and when so approved, they cannot be altered, 
expurgated, erased, obliterated, or defaced. Should it appear that an 
error had been made in the record, a resolution explaining, repealing, 
rescinding, or correcting the same may be made at a subsequent stated 
communication by a vote of the lodge which shall be entered as a 
transaction of the communication, and a marginal notation shall be made 
on the previous minutes. Any reading of the minutes at the next stated 
communication shall not be for approval, but to bring forward unfinished 
business and for the general information of the members present. [50-01 
Art. 21(1A); 51-36(1); 67-16(2); 70-01(1A); 91-01(1)]. (Rejected) 


Amend Regulation 91-01(1) to read as follows: 


REG. 91-01. 1. The lodge shall meet at the time and place specified by its 
by-laws, or in the call for the communication; after it has been opened, if 
the communication is stated, the record of its proceedings at the last 
stated and all intervening communications shall be read, the former to 
bring forward unfinished business, and all of them as information to the 
members present: provided the lodge has not ordered dispensing with the 
reading of the minutes without objection by any of its members present. 
[50-01(1); 51-36(1); 70-01(1A)]. (Rejected) 


Amend Regulation 97-02(30) to read as follows: 


30. To own or keep what is commonly known as a liquor saloon, or to 
attend bar ina liquor saloon. A liquor saloon is defined under this section 
as a place where the main business is the sale of intoxicating liquors to be 
consumed on the premises; provided, it shall not be considered a Masonic 
Offense to operate a dining facility pursuant to the laws of the State of 

. North Carolina where spiritous or intoxicating liquors are sold in strict 
conformity with the laws of the State of North Carolina. Penalty: 
expulsion. (Adopted) 


The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence recommends the adoption of 
the report in its totality.

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PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


Amend Regulation 32-06 to read as follows: 


REG. 32-06. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall render to the 
Grand Master before December tenth of each year an itemized account of 
the necessary travel expense incurred by him in the performance of his 
duties; this shall not exceed fifteen cents per mile actually traveled, via 
the shortest route of travel. The Grand Master may order the same to be 
paid from the funds of the Grand Lodge, if such expense has been 
incurred in the performance of routine duty, but not for more than two 
official visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar year. If the 
expense has been incurred for aspecial duty, the Grand Master may order 
the lodge or the Grand Lodge to pay it. 


Amend Regulation 35A-03 to read as follows: 


REG. 35A-03. No District Education Chairman shall be compensated for 
his services as such, but his actual and necessary travel expense shall be 
paid by the Grand Lodge when approved by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Masonic Education; the rate shall not exceed fifteen cents 
per mile actually traveled, via the shortest route of travel, but not more 
than two visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar year. 


Amend Chapter 35A by deleting this entire chapter and marking the same 
OBSOLETE: 


CHAPTER 35A OBSOLETE. 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2) to read as follows: 


REG. 35-08. 2. To appoint from the Certified Lecturers, upon nomination 
by the Grand Lecturer, such District Deputy Grand Lecturers as the 
board may deem necessary; provided, a District Deputy Grand Lecturer 
shall not become a member or an officer of the Grand Lodge by virtue of 
his appointment hereunder; and provided, no appointment shall extend 
beyond the next annual communication of the Grand Lodge. No such 
District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall be installed or compensated for his 
services as such; but his actual and necessary travel expense shall be paid 
by the Grand Lodge when approved by the Grand Lecturer; the rate shall 
not exceed fifteen cents per mile actually traveled, via the shortest route 
of travel, but not more than two visits to each lodge in his district during a 
calendar year. Before December tenth each year each District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer shall file an itemized account of such expense with the 
Grand Lecturer for his approval, and if approved the Grand Lecturer 
shall file the same with the Grand Secretary before December twentieth. 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2B1) to read as follows: 


REG. 35-08(2B). 1. To promote the lecture service and the education work 
in his district. He shall work with and make reports to the District Deputy 
Grand Master as to the progress of Masonic Education in his district.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
The Committee on Appeals respectfully submits the following report: 


1. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been completed since 
the Annual Communication in 1979, and now pending before the Committee, 
wherein the accused has been expelled under the provisions of Regulation 99- 
22 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, and in none of which the accused 
appealed from the decision of the Judge Advocate. We particularly directed 
our attention to the strict compliance with the Regulation, and in each of the 
following cases we recommend that the decision of the Judge Advocate be 
affirmed by the Grand Lodge.

2.We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been completed

none of which the accused appealed from the decision of the Trial Commission. 
We directed our attention to the validity of the appointment of Trial 
Commissioners, the service of notice upon the accused, the competency and 
weight of the evidence presented at the trial, and the decision of the 
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Commission, all in accordance with the Regulations of this Grand Lodge as 
contained in Chapters 98 to 106, inclusive, of THE CODE of 1948 asamended 
to date. Your Committee approves the decision of the Trial Commission in 
each of the following cases, and recommends that the judgment of the Trial 
Commission in each case be affirmed by the Grand Lodge: 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 359: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Asheboro Lodge No. 699, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled December 17, 1979. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 371: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of John Huske Anderson Lodge No. 731, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled November 16, 1979. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 372: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Asheboro Lodge No. 699, A. F. & A. M. 
Expelled December 17, 1979. 


3. Notice of Appeal: (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 369). In this case the Trial 
Commission dismissed the charges for lack of evidence and the complainant 
filed notice of appeal. After carefully reviewing the record in this case, the 
competency and weight of evidence presented at the trial, and considering 
argument of the complainant, your Committee approves the decision of the 
Trial Commission and recommends that the appeal be dismissed and thatthe 
decision of the Trial Commission be affirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


4. In the matter of Application for Restoration of J. W. T. tothe rights and 
privileges of Masonry. The petition was filed with the Grand Secretary more 
than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. This petitioner was 
dismembered on April 18, 1949 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 8). A true copy of the 
petition with statement of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks 
restoration was served on Hamlet Lodge No. 532, A. F. & A. M., in accordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days 
prior to this Annual Communication. A petition opposing the restoration of 
the applicant was filed with the Grand Lodge under the provision of 
Regulation 109-07. After carefully examining the record in this matter, and 
considering the seriousness of the offense for which the petitioner was 
dismembered, your Committee is of the opinion that he is not entitled to 
restoration at this time and recommends that the Grand Lodge deny this 
application for restoration. 


5. In the matter of Application for Restoration of W. C. C. tothe rights and 
privileges of Masonry. The petition was filed with the Grand Secretary more 
than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. This petitioner was 
dismembered on July 22, 1976 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 310). A true copy of the 
petition with statement of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks 
restoration was served on Hamlet Lodge No. 532, A. F. & A. M., in accordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days 
prior to this Annual Communication, and no petition has been presented tothe 
Grand Lodge in opposition to granting restoration to the applicant under the 
provision of Regulation 109-07. After carefully considering the seriousness of 
the offense for which the applicant was dismembered, elapsed time, and the 
lack of documentary evidence confirming that applicable conditions of 
Regulation 109-6 (3) have been resolved your Committee is of the opinion that 
he is not entitled to restoration at this time and recommends that the Grand 
Lodge deny this application for restoration.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In May, 1979, our Grand Secretary received advice from the Commission 
on Information for Recognition of the Conference of Grand Masters of Masons 
in North America in which it was stated that the Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Belgium had issued a declaration stating that it was no longer 
required that a petitioner profess a belief in a Supreme Being to qualify him to 
become a Mason. 


We informed our Grand Master of this fact under date of May 16, 1979, 
and under date of June 20, 1979 our Grand Master issued an Edict 
withdrawing recognition from the Grand Lodge of Belgium. Since that time 
literally dozens of American and Canadian Grand Lodges, as well as the 
Grand Lodges of England, Scotland, Ireland, the National Grand Lodge of 
France, and many others have withdrawn recognition from the Grand Lodge 
of Belgium. We are confident that our Grand Lodge will approve our Grand 
Master’s action at this Annual Communication. 

Under date of July 11, 1979 we were informed that a new Grand Lodge 
had been organized in Belgium under the name of the Grande Loge Reguliere 
De Belgique, which in English means “The Regular Grand Lodge of 
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Belgium.” In the Annual Report of the Commission on Information for 
Recognition dated February 20, 1980, the Commission advises that they are of 
the opinion that this new Belgium Grand Lodge is entitled to recognition as a 
regular Grand Lodge. 

We, therefore, move that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina extend 
formal recognition to the Grande Loge Reguliere de Belgique, or the Regular 
Grand Lodge of Belgium.

As we stand on the threshold 
of a new year, let us take unto ourselves these words, ‘Do thy duty, leave unto 
the Lord the rest.’ In deep humility and with commitment, I make this pledge, 
'I will serve you and this Grand Jurisdiction with the best of my ability.’ May 
God be our helper and our wisdom.” 


We cannot question or doubt in any way that Brother Bellois has fulfilled 
the duties and responsibilities he assumed on becoming Grand Master. To 
know Most Worshipful William B. Bellois, the man and the Mason, is to love 
and to admire him. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina and Masonry is better 
because he served as Grand Master of Masons in our great state.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 
Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 

Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein. (28-01; 
28-03; 102-22).
